Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: independent claims 30 & 34 recite means plus functions. The 
specification, e.g., page 19, discloses "means for performing functions included... software implementations, or by 
hardware and software in combination". Therefore, claims 30 & 34 are 101 . Independent claim 39 recites several 
circuits / subtracter without a practical application, i.e, the final output is merely "difference signal". It is noted that 
independent claims 14 and 19 provide "an output error signal". No agreement was reach.
